But it was never forgiven him, and 
while there are many who admire 
Lord Westbury as a lawyer, there 
|are not many who defend him as a 
man, 

“There may be cases, too, where 
inconsistency involves not a na- 
tural evolution but the violent 
transformation of a mind, In such 
cases the ordinary man may well 
be puzzled and a little distrust- 
ful. For example, a Quaker who 
remained a Quaker and became 
also a strong militarist, would be 
a puzzling figure, since pacifism 
is the essence of the Quaker creed. 
Such wholesale transformations 
come! us to re-assess the char- 
acter of a man. The change is not 
evolutionary but revolutionary, 
for it means not development but 
a great guif between past and 
present, It may be a _ perfectly 
honest transformation, but its vio- 
| lence gives one a sense of inse- 
| curity. Let us give you an inter- 
esting example which I discover- 
ed the other day. In the Italian 
Socialist paper “Avanti” in 1913,

and sugar together. Some of the foods which 
in themselves form a combination of protein 
and starch, such as dried beans, are also well 
known for their tendency to produce gas in the 
one having a defective digestion. 


There are other foods which seem to be 
especially likely to cause flatulence with most 
people, such as cooked cabbage, melons, onions, 


garlic, peppers, turnips and peanuts, Therefore, 
if you have been conscious of gas discomfort, 
I suggest that you omit these foods. 

Sometimes it is found that foods producing 
no appreciable flatulence in the healthy indi- 
vidual will nevertheless ‘cause considerable 
trouble in those having disorder of the large 
intestine or colon. For example, the patient 
with colitis, or an inflamed condition of the 
colon, will usually report that eating foods 
which contain a large amount of cellulose will 
invariably produce gas. Thus the patient with 
colitis may learn to avoid eating large amounts 
of raw salads or of fruit with the skin left on. 

In many patients who have been continually 
constipated, the colon becomes pouched or hall- 
ooned and often small pockets may form. This 
stretching of the intestine may be so marked 
that part of the organ resembles a balloon 
rather than a tube. In such cases, a portion of 
the food residue may be held back, undergoing 
putrefaction and fermentation, and thus pro- 
ducing flatulence. 

When the patient belches frequently and 
complains that he must do this in order to re- 
lieve the stomach, it is very likely that he has 
formed the habit of swallowing air. Air-swal- 
lowing is therefore one of the possible causes 
of flatulence, which may be present along with 


some other cause. 
Still another cause of excessive gas is a dis- 
e of digestion due to stomach inflam- 
mation, hyperacidity of the stomach, stomach 
ulcers, etc. Liver and gall bladder disorders 
are also frequently to blame for the large 
amounts of gas noticed by the patient. 
Flatulence is only a symptom, but is prob- 
ably the most common symptom found in the

human family. When it is due to wrong food 
combinations or to the selection of the wrong 
kind of food, it may be overcome quite easily, 


by the simple measure of correcting the diet. 
Usually the proper diet must be continued for 
only a month or two for the patient to obtain 
very satisfagtory results, That is, in all these 
cases where wrong food is the cause, the patient 
would be able to free himself from this annoy- 
ing symptom by eating correctly for one month. 
In e other cases, flatulence must be consid- 
ered a danger signal, pointing to some disease 
state in the body which requires proper atten- 
tion

ANSWER—Nitrogen foods are foods which 
contain protein. Some of the better type of 
protein foods are: Chicken, rabbit, turkey, lean 
beef, mutton, fish, eggs, cottage and cream 
cheese, and gelatin. A potassium broth might be 
theoretically useful in any ailment caused by 
lack of potassium in the diet. A broth of this 
nature would be made by stewing together 
various vegetables rich in potassium, such as 
lettuce, kale, tomatoes, celery, rutabagas, water 
cress, mushrooms, sorrel, cabbage, dandelicns, 
swiss chard, turnips.

He is dead to the world and to the sorrows of 
his friends. Al Smith is there, brown derby on 
his head and his feet in a bucket of water. 
John W. Haigus is sadly gazing at the election 
returns. Governor James M. Curley is trying 
to console him, John Hamilton is administer- 
ing bedside comfort to the recumbent Landon 
and.Col. Frank Knox is busy with a mop, 
swabbing up the tears. To quote old Thomas 
Carlyle; 

What is Life? A thawing icefloe 
On a sea with sunny shore; 

Gay we sail; it melts beneath us; 
We are sunk and seen no more. 


Some of the dirt has come to the surface. 
Many of The Best People did not scorn to lend 
their names to or to finance campaigns of mud- 
throwing. The President and Mrs. Roosevelt 
were depicted in a letter to the women of the 
South, as favoring inter-marriage between 
blacks and ,whites and supporting Communistic 
plans for a Negro Soviet South. 

A former president of the Packard Motor 
Car Company—Mr. Henry B. Joy—lent his 
name as sender of books of documents trying 
to link Roosevelt with the Soviet leaders and 
accusing him of being under the influence of 
the Jews. 

The all-time low was achieved by Rev. Ger- 
ald B. Winrod, D.D., whose publication, the 
Christian News-Journal, carried an article 
“Roosevelt's Jewish Ancestry.” It was all com- 
plete with a genealogical chart showing lists 
of Rosenbergs, Rosenbaums, Rosenblums, Rosen- 
velts and Rosenthals. The one thing the chart 
failed to achieve was to show that President 
Roosevelt is a descendant of any of them. But 
perhaps the reverend doctor calculated that 
anyone who could be influenced by such rot, 
wouldn't have the intelligence or the tempera- 
ment to make a critical examination of the 
chart. 

How very foolish all these must feel now. 


Vancouver is in the throes of another police 
enquiry. It has not changed its Chief of Police 
or had a police enquiry for nearly two years. 

It all arises out of the appointment of an 
auditor to assist the Chief of Police. He was 
asked to make a report on police matters and 
he has done so. In his report he makes the 
accusation that vice and crime are protected 
in the coast city by corrupt police officials, and 
he recommends that the Chief of Police be dis- 
missed. That wasn’t the sort of report the 
Chief expected from his assistant. The assist- 
ant has been dismissed and an enquiry to end 


The police commissioners were a bit precipi- 
tate. If the charges merit enquiry the man 
should not have been fired until it is discov- 
ered whether they are true or not. It will be 
time enough to fire him if the charges prove 
to be false; if they prove to be true he would 
be run out of town, anyway. 

Except for the superlatives and the self- 
praise of the writer of the report, his charges 
would, in the main, be confirmed by any ex- 
perienced reporter. To some degree they are 
true of every city. The kings of the underworld 
always seem able to buy protection. The more 
self-righteous the city the more rotten things 
usually are beneath the surface. But the. peri- 
patetic Mr. Tucker who has laid the charges 
is probably far wrong in his strictures ageinst 
Col. W. W. Foster, the present Chief of Police 
in Vancouver. There are some men of high in- 
tegrity on the Vancouver force and Col. Foster 
is one of them 

I knew him first when he was a member of 
the Alpine Club of Canada, making the first 
ascent of Mount Robson. I've never known a 
man who climbed mountains for a hobby to be 
anything else but honest. Mountain-climbing is 
not the sort of sport that appeals to crooks and 
grafters. 


Yet another grievance is shaking the mor- 
alists in Vancouver, Some time ago, in order 
to meet the problem of hasty marriages, the 
Solons in the B. C. Legislature, hearkening 
unto the wisdom of certain clergy and moral 
reformers, amended the Marriage Act. They 
inserted a clause requiring candidates for 
marriage to wait eight days from the time of 
applying for the license before the ceremony 
can be performed. The wise ones thought that 
the headstrong youngsters for whose benefit 
the amendment was framed, would use the 
eight days in pondering upon the risks and re- 
sponsibilities of marriage. 

Like many another attempt at tampering 
with the fluid stuff known as human nature, the 
amendment has backfired upon the very people 
who asked for it. Instead of pondering upon 
the marriage state for eight days, the young- 
sters take the bus to Bellingham across the 
U. S. border, and come back smiling at the way 
they have beaten the law. 

The clergy have suffered in heavy reduc- 
tion of their marriage fees. The young folk 
have learned that by marrying across the bor- 
der they can have the benefit of easy divorce 
in the event of the marriage becoming a flop, 
without the expence and indecency required by 
our Canadian law. Worse still, the woman judge 
of the Juvenile Court, who did a very active 
business with young girls caught sweetheart- 
ing in the public parks, has lost some of her 
customers. The couples have gone to Belling- 
ham and got married, thus regularizing their 
amours. Crowning indignity came when a young 
woman who had thus been made a ward of the 
court and forbidden to marry except by leave 
of the woman judge, hopped off to Bellingham 
with her sweetheart and came back a lawful 
wife with no fear of jail. 

Stupid people like these, who think they 
can change human nature by Acts of Parlia- 
ment, never like to admit their folly.
